B ritain’s desert arm y launched a 
m ajor attack today on 30,000 Italian 
troops in the besieged fortress of 
Tobruk, 
Libya, 
B ritish 
general 
headquarters announced; while in 
the Balkans, bloody street fighting 
and bombings 
were 
reported 
in 
Bucliarest 
and 
other 
Rum anian 
cities. 
Tile attack on Tobruk, 80 miles 
from the Egyptian border, started 
this 
morning 
and 
was 
reported 
“proceeding satisfactorily.” 
The Italian high command 
had 
previously noted “increased artil­ 
lery' action around 
Tobruk” 
and 
acknowledged th a t R.A.F, bombers 
had raked 
th e 
fortress, 
causing 
“m aterial dam age.” 
Fresh units of tile Oerm an army 
were reported stream ing into R u­ 
mania amid widespread rioting. 
Italians Counter-Attack 
On the Albanian war front, Greek 
reports from the fighting zone said 
Italian troops had started a fierce 
counter-attack in the Tepeleni sec­ 
tor. in a desperate attem pt to halt 
the Greek advance. 
Greek dispatches 
described 
the 
counter-attack as the largest and 
most carefully planned of any un­ 
dertaken by 
the 
Italians in th a t 
sector. 
W ail ordinary channels of com ­ 
munication shut down, the situa­ 
tion in Rum ania was not immedi­ 
ately clear. 
Diplomatic 
dispatches 
to Sofia, 
Belgrade and Budapest said G er­ 
man soldiers, civilians and com m un­ 
ists were listed among the casual­ 
ties. 
R um ania’s frontiers with Yugo­ 
slavia and Bulgaria were closed, ex­ 
cept to a few travelers with diplo­ 
m atic passports, while Balkan cap­ 
itals speculated that the widespread 
disorders may have flared til resent­ 
m ent over G erm an m ilitary concen­ 
trations in Rum ania. 
O thers sug­ 
gested bitter rivalry between R u­ 
m anian iron guard elements as a 
cause. 
Britain to llraft Workers 
Other 
developments 
brought 
a 
quickening tempo to the interna­ 
tional .situation; 
In London, Labor M inister Ernest 
Bevin announced a government de­ 
cision to register Britain's working 
men and women for drafting into 
war factories. 
In Rome, foreign observers ex­ 
pressed belief th a t Adolf Hitler and 
Benito Mussolini, in 
their secret 
meeting yesterday, agreed on a plan 
to get F rances cooperation in the 
war against B ritain—by direct ac­ 
tion if necessary. 
These observers forecast a nazi 
attem pt to gain bases on the French 
Island of Corsica, off the “kneecap" 
of the Italian boot; 
Tunisia, 
in 
French North Africa, and possibly 
the 
British 
island 
stronghold 
of 
Malta, and 
Dakar, French 
West 
Africa. 
Tile objective it w'as said, would 
be to make the M editerranean too 
hot for the British fleet, thereby 
crippling B ritain’s cam paign against 
the Italians in Libya and cutting off 
British aid to Greece. 
Discuss United States 
Virgtnlo Gayda, authoritative fas­ 
cist editor indicated th a t the role of 
the United S tates—"the sharpening 
oi warlike trends across the ocean," 
as he called it—figured prominently 
in the Hltler-Mussolinl conference. 
These trends, lie said, “do not pass 
without reactions” from the axis. 
On tile other side of tile world, 
Japanese Foreign M inister Yosuke 
Matsuoka riveted attention of diplo­ 
mats by expressing 
the “earnest 
hope" th at the United States would 
reflect seriously on her attitude to­ 
ward Japan's am bitions in East Asia 
“for tile sake of peace hi tile P a­ 
cific and tile sake of peace in the 
world in general.” 
London's millions passed another 
raid-free night, nor w'as a single 
ularm reported elsewhere through­ 
out England; but

Housewives on the

OVER U. S. AID 


Testifies Before House 
Group on Lease- 
Lend Bill

W ashington. Jan. 21.—Joseph P. 
Kennedy, 
retiring

G reat Britain, declared today that 
B ritain’s 
leadership 
was 
divided 
over the question of the advisability 
of the United States becoming an 
active participant in the war. 
Testifying before the house for­ 
eign 
affairs 
committee, 
Kennedy 
said, in response to questions, that 
some members of the B ritish gov­ 
ernm ent felt th at if the United 
States entered the war it w'ould 
“find a way to carry it through.” 
Others, 
he 
said, 
believed 
that 
United States ehtrance into the war 
would be a great detrim ent to B rit­ 
ain’s war effort because it would 
slow down the flow of m aterial aid 
from America. 
“There was no unanim ity on the 
question,” he said. 
Expect More U. S. Aid 
The carefully dressed diplomat, 
who reported he went through more 
than 280 air raids during his serv­ 
ice in England, told the committee 
th a t many people in the British 
government felt they were not yet 
getting all the ald they m ight nor­

13,838 Cattle Tested in County 
Last Year; Only 19 Reactors 


PRESIDENT PLEASED 
W ashington, Jun. 21 (AP)—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt was described today 
as “delighted" with the reaction to 
his inaugural message and with the 
congratulations corning to the W hite 
House from this country and abroad. 


S tate veterinarians tested 13,838 
purebred and grade cattle for tu ­ 
berculosis in Adams county last year 
aud found only 19 reactors which 
were removed, thereby giving tile 
county herds a clean bill of health 
for another three years, records on 
file at the office of the county farm 
agent, M. T. H artm an, disclosed to­ 
day. 
Fifteen of the townships of the 
county were found to liavt* no in­ 
fected anim als. 
Among the 4,074 
cattle in tile six other townships, the 
19 reactors were found. 
On the IO county farm s where dis­ 
eased cattie were 
found, 
re-tests 
were made w ithin OO days after the 
initial test so th at those herds would 
be cleared of any diseased animals. 
Three of the 19 reactor animals w'crc 
located on the re-test in infected 
herds. 
2,086 Herds Tested 
Six veterinarians from the state 
bureau oi anim al Industry—Doctors 
E. J. Williams, E. D. Tuckerman, T. 
J. Foley, T. C. Hosier, Charles H. 
McLaughlin and F. H. Hartenstein— 
made tile tests beginning about June 
I and finishing in October.

Cooper Hutchison, youthful presi­ 
dent of Washington and Jefferson 
college, says “the story of corruption 
in Washington and Allegheny coun­ 
ties alone Is rotten enough to prove 
everything Hitler says about demo­ 
cracies.’’ 
Addressing a gathering of Presby­ 
terian ministers yesterday, the edu­ 
cator declared that In this state “in 
the past. IO years, corruption has be­ 
come a by-word.” 
"We 
need 
no 
argument, 
that 
democracy seems to develop corrup­ 
tion,'* he said. "Our courts are fill­ 
ed with the trials of corrupt public 
officials. 
There are more corrup­ 
tion trials now than ever before.” 
Dr. Hutchison listed what he de­ 
scribed as menacing enemies of de­ 
cency in government In the nation 
at large as corrupt public officials, 
“pressure groups which raid govern­ 
m ent funds for their own selfish 
purpose,’’ an Increasingly imbedded 
spirit of laziness and "an individual­ 
ism which ha* gotten out of bounds, 
has gone to seed and is unscantlfied 
and unregenerated.” 
The speaker declared that Prance 
was torn down “not by Germany, 
but by herself, through corruption, 
laziness, disloyalty and selfishness 
in an individualism which was al­ 
lowed to go its full way to reach 
unchristian heights ” 
“More needs to be said in the 
name of decency and righteousness 
in 
this 
country,” continued 
Dr. 
Hutchison. “We just need to waken 
ourselves to the fact that we face 
iii this country too an individualism 
which has grown out of Christianity 
but which now goes to seed in wide­ 
spread corruption.” 
In the United States, he said, “we 
are completely organized for the 
perpetuation of laziness. We are de­ 
veloping the mechanical life to the 
point where we hope the machine 
will do all the work and everyone 
can play golf all the time." 


Philadelphia, Jan. 21 (AP) .—Top­ 
ped off by the highest average 
weekly earnings of factory members 
in ll years during December, gains 
in employment, working hours arid 
payrolls In Prm (Sylvania industries 
during 1940 were reflected today in 
the report of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Philadelphia, 
In its monthly survey, the bank 
said that during 1940 an average of 
932.000 workers were employed in 
reporting factories, an increase of 
seven per cent over 1939. 
Payroll 
averaged $23,500,000 a week, a 16 
per cent rise, while average word­ 
ing hours per man went up from 
36 3 m 37.6. 
December’s average weekly earn 
ings of $29,48 was the highest since 
1923, the bank said, while the 405 
average working hours per man 
during the same month was a 
year 
high. The month’s payroll of $27,- 
400.00 a week was the largest since 
1929, while employment was up one 
per cent to about 1,000,000 workers. 
Improvements during December 
were registered In all “principal re­ 
porting lines" over the preceding 
month, the report said. 
Largest increases were registered 
In the heavy industries, including 
metal, transportation equipment and 
building materials group. Iron and 
steel likewise participated in the 
advance and the bank noted “sub­ 
stantial increases instead of the cus­ 
tomary seasonal declines occurred 
in the case of virtually all building 
materials.” 
Consumers’ goods industries were 
up about two per cent in wage pay­ 
ments during December, and “some­ 
what above the level of December, 
1939.” 
Looking back over the year, the 
bank observed: 
“Both employment and payrolls 
have expanded steadily since last 
spring and by the end of the year 
chowed gains of 116,000 and $6,000,- 
000 a week over the levels prevailing 
in April and May.”

“SUNSET MEMORIES” 


A Retrospect of a Life Spent D uring the Last Seventy 
Years of the N ineteenth Century 


By Leonard Marsden (pardner 


In the summer of 1894, Mrs. Gardner and myself, made a trip to 
Newport, Tenn., to visit our son George. We went from York Springs 
to Hagerstown; from there by the Shenandoah and Tennessee Valley 
railroad to Morristown and thence to our place of destination. While 
there a ride to Ashville, lf. G. and back along the French Broad river 
gave us a view of that picturesque stream as it passes through the 
mountain gorges on its way to join the Holston and Tennessee below. 
The descent is so rapid that for fifty miles it is a succession of waterfalls 
and rapids and the mountains on either side so lofty and in some places 
rising almost perpendicularly from the river bed, make it one of the 
most wild and interesting pictures of natural scenery that I ever gazed 
upon. Newport is located on the Big Pigeon river near its junction with 
the French Broad. 
Opposite the town a high palisade of lime stone 
runs along the stream, from the top of which is a fine birds-eye view of 
the .town. 
On another occasion my son drove me up the same valley beyond 
Hall’s Top to ascend Mt. Guyat of the Great Smoky range. The rough­ 
ness of the roads was beyond any that I had ever traveled over. But 
a single track was opened most of the way and this often climbed up 
the side of stoep hills and led over big rocks, At the outside in many 
places the buggy passed along so near the edge of deep ravines that 
the least mishap would have plunged us down one hundred feet. 
Lookout Mountain 
On our way home from our first visit to Florida, we went to Chat­ 
tanooga where my son George was staying at the rime. 
While there 
we endeavored to see all the places of historic interest in and around 
the city. 
The most important of these was the mountain that rises 
up south of the city and being unconnected with any range stands 
solitary and alone commands a view of the place and all the surrounding 
region' It is celebrated in the history of the Civil war as the place 
where the battle was fought above the clouds. 
The base slopes up 
sharply from the river, for a considerable distance. This is surmounted 
by a palisade of rock forming a W’all several hundred feet high, on the 
top of which a level area spreads out in length nearly a mile and in 
width at some places, three or four hundred yards. The top is covered 
with forest trees. To get to the summit, we were drawn up the slope 
to the base of the palisades in an open car attached to a heavy wire 
coil. 
As this car ascended the view of the landscape enlarged every 
moment. Tile whole city seemed to unfold like a map before the eye 
and when the car stopped, the whole region, north and east, of Chat­ 
tanooga came under observation. Here we were transferred to a train 
drawn by a locomotive. The railroad is engineered along the palisade 
on the south side and mounts 
the precipice by a heavy grade till it 
reaches the summit. The large area that crowns the top of the moun­ 
tain is a beautiful natural park filled with large trees under which the 
visitor can rest or walk and feast his eyes on 
the glorious scenery 
spread out before him. 
There are but few spots in the world that 
afford a more enchanting view than this. 
Parts of three states, Ten­ 
nessee, Georgia and Alabama can be reached with the naked eye. 
Beyond the city the long line of Mission Ridge bounds the horizon. 
Here another famed battle took place and in the distance can be seen 
the locality where the fierce struggle of Chicamauga occurred. 
On 
the other side facing the south is a great projection known as "Sunset 
Rock.” We stood for some time upon it gazing into the gulf below and 
brought away some loose stones from the top as souvenirs of our visit 
to the place. 
After our descent we wrent to the National Cemetery 
w'here the dead of the Union armies are buried. 
It is well cared for 
by the government, and is a fitting place of rest for the brave men, 
who were doomed to perish in the fearful battles that swept around 
that region during the Civil war.

LIFE AT MEADOWHILL 
At the end of an itinerant ministry of thirty-six years we came to 
live in our own home at York Springs, Adams County, Pennsylvania. 
We had named it Meadowhill at the time it was purchased many years 
before. We had spent a great deal of money during the intervening 
years to improve the buildings and beautify the place, so as to have it 
in good condition when the time came to occupy it permanently. I was 
closing the tenn of my pastorate at Woodbury Avenue, Baltimore. My 
good wife and myself concluded that the time had come for our 
retirement to private life. At rile ensuing Conference. March, 1900, I 
asked for and received the supernumerary relation. 
Gathering up all the goods belonging to ourselves in the parsonage, 
I put them into a chartered car. adding some agricultural machinery. 
This I dispatched to Pennsylvania. Instead of going to Conference we 
took the cars for New Oxford where my brother-in-law, Isaac F. Tudor 
met us and took us home. It was a cold dreary day in March. Shortly 
after leaving New Oxford, the snow began to fall and increased In 
volume as we proceeded. 
Happiness in Our Home 
When we arrived at Meadowhill the storm had become violent. My 
sister Rebecca had our part of the house open and a large wood fire 
blazing in the fireplace. But cold and chilly as it was, Mrs. Gardner 
and myself experienced a sense of happiness at the thought that we 
had come to stay at the place that had interested us for so many 
years. We made ourselves as comfortable as possible, but the blizzard 
lasted several days. When it was over Isaac Tudor and myself went to 
Idaville to get our goods out of the car. They were in a sad condition. 
The intense cold had frozen all the flowers that Mrs. Gardner prized 
so highly and the deep snow made it difficult to get to the depot and 
back. But in a few days we had them all on the place. 
It was a new experience to both of us as we moved around with 
the consciousness that we were now thrown upon our own resources and 
that henceforth we were cut off from all support of the church and 
were to meet the responsibilities of secular life. 
To begin our life 
proj>erly here it was necessary to provide ourselves with livestock of 
different kinds. My first purchase was a horse. I selected one that by 
his age and training would enable me to work with him on the farm. 
It was a lucky choice for during all the years that followed till he 
died he was precisely suited to our wants. The next purchase was two 
cows and four pigs. For all these animals we had a name. Poultry, as 
a matter of course, was bought and as the spring opened we began 
farm life enthusiastically. 
Fanning by the Old Method 
Mrs. Gardner retained the services of it girl wtio had lived with us 
the year previous. Witli her assistance she entered upon her department 
of work with the greatest enthusiasm. 
While she looked after the 
household and cared for the garden and poultry. I saw to putting out 
the spring crops doing ail the work that I could with one horse. Tile 
hillside beyond the meadow I had plowed by a double team, alter which 
I planted in com, doing all .he cultivation with my faithful old horse 
and continued at it until I carmel it to the barn. This I did by the old 
method, with which I was familiar. After dropping and covering with 
the hoe, I followed with the harrow, the fork and finally the single 
shovel plough. In due time I cut, husked and put it into the crib. The 
hay I was compelled to have made on the shares as I had not rite 
necessary tools to handle it. This first summer was full of novelty to us. 
At times we worked very hard but enjoyed the exercise. 
We sold but 
little from the place, few pounds of butter, a little fruit and some eggs. 
Outside of what we consumed ourselves the income was exceedingly 
limited. As the autumn approached we began to make preparations lo 
spend the winter in Florida. The cows, hogs and chickens were sold. 
I sent “Old Bill” to board at Isaac Tudor’s during the winter. Then 
when ail things were ready in the latter part of November, we closed 
up the house and journeyed south. This was the winter of 1900. 
Revenue from Farm 
We returned to Meadowhill in the latter part of May, 1901. Then 
we resumed our home fife, but under different conditions. Mrs. Gardner

BILL WOULD STOP 
SHORT WEIOHT 
OF HARD COAL 


Teeth To Be Put in 
Law Against Boot­ 
legging 


[By the Associated Press] 
Harrisburg, Jan. 
21 — A 
new 
law—"with teeth in it”—directed 
against the short weight sale of coal 
will be asked by the administration 
in 
the 
present session of the 
legislature as a step toward curbing 
"bootlegging.” 
The disclosure was made today by 
William S. Livengood, Jr., secretary 
of internal affairs, whose department 
is charged with the prosecution ol 
weight violations with the coopera­ 
tion of county and local inspectors 
Protecting the Honest Dealer 
The secretary said he would ask 
the assembly to write an entirely 
new law “so that the public and the 
honest coal dealer alike may be 
properly protected.” 
The effort is aimed specifically al 
"hard coal bootleggers” who mine 
anthracite illicitly in eastern Penn­ 
sylvania fields and truck it to other 
points for sale, the department said. 
“Despite many prosecutions, 
the department’s inspectors feel 
they have only scratched the 
surface,” Livengood said, assert­ 
ing there were more than 300 
in 1940. 
“Tile department is handi­ 
capped for lack of funds but 
more especially by weaknesses in 
the law’ which was adopted to 
meet conditions of years ago, 
but which is entirely insufficient 
to meet the present situation. 
The law needs more teeth.” 
Short-welght Robs Customers 
The short weight sales, Livengoid 
declared, “are robbing the people of 
Pennsylvania of large sums every 
year ” Though he was unable to 
estimate how widespread the prac­ 
tice was he said it was enough to 
aim "a serious blow at the prestige 
of the great anthracite industry as a 
whole." 
Lower Prices—Less Coal 
The 
short-welght 
trucker 
and 
dealer seeks to undersell the “legiti­ 
mate dealer." He added, “by offer­ 
ing lower prices for which they de­ 
liver less coal than the purchaser 
has a right to expect for his money.’ 
Coal trucking from the mines to 
the market became a major industry 
almost overnight, cropping out after 
1929. 
It has grown to the point 
where various authorities estimate 
the amount trucked at upwards of 
5,000,000 tons a year. The railroads 
have protested at several freight 
rate hearings that truckers have an 
advantage over them in that they 
use state highways at nominal cost 
while tile rails must maintain their 
own roadbeds. 
Only legitimate coal dealers now 
truck from the mines and Livengood 
made it plain lie was only at those 
culpable of short weight sales.
